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Classification Decision: 


Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 


Display conditions: 

That when the publication is on public display, the classification given to the 
publication must be shown on the publication; or any package in which the publication 
is kept; 

and 

That the publication must be publicly displayed only is a sealed package; 
and 

That the publication must be publicly displayed only in premises, or a part of premises, 
set aside for the public display of restricted publications (whether or not articles other 
than restricted publications are also displayed in those premises or that part of those 
premises).

SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

Section 14 of the NZBR Act does apply to this publication and limitations on its 
availability must be reasonably justified. In terms of Section 3(3) of the Act, the 
Classification Office has given weighting to the extent and degree to which, and the 
manner in which, the publication degrades the women it depicts, given the 
dehumanising and demeaning manner by which the contents of the publication are 
presented to the reader. 

Expose is a very glossy magazine presenting explicit sexual material for a 
predominantly male readership. Although some of the sexual conduct, such as 
ejaculations over the women’s faces, is presented in a manner which is degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning to women, this is not the dominant effect. It is not 
degrading to an extent that its availability is likely to be injurious to the public good, 
provided that it is restricted to persons who are 18 years of age or over. 
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
